WHAT DO I DO WHEN I MEET A The Barenaked Truth 
PERSON IN A WHEELCHAIR? 



Meeting someone in a 
wheelchair should not be an 
awkward situation; however, 
many people are unsure how 
to act, which can create some 
embarrassing moments. The 
rehab staff at Schoitz Medical 
Center has prepared this bro- 
chure as an informational 
guide of wheelchair etiquette 
to help prepare people for en- 
counters they may have with 
wheelchair users. 

1. ASK PERMISSION 
Always ask the wheel- 
chair user is he or she would 
like assistance before you help. 
It may be necessary for the 
person to give you some in- 
structions. An unexpected 
push could throw the wheel- 
chair user off balance. 

2. BE RESPECTFUL 

A person; 's wheelchair 
is part of his or her body space 
and should be treated with re- 
spect. Don 't hang or lean on it 
unless you have the person's 
permission. 

3. SPEAK DIRECTLY 
Be careful not to ex- 
clude the wheelchair userfrom 
conversations. Speak directly 
to the person and if the con- 
versation lasts more than a 
few minutes, sit down of kneel 
to get yourself on the same 
plane as the wheelchair. Also, 



don't be tempted to pat a per- 
son in a wheelchair on the 
head as it is a degrading ges- 
ture. 

4. GIVECLEAR DIREC- 
TIONS 

When giving directions 
to a person in a wheelchair, be 
sure to include distance, 
weather conditions, and physi- 
cal obstacles which may 
hinder a wheelchair user's 
travel. 

5. ACTNAUTRAL 

It okay to use expres- 
sions like 'running along' 
when speaking to a person in 
a wheelchair. It is likely the 
wheelchair user expresses 
things the same way. 

6. WHEELCHAIR USE 
DOESN'T MEAN CON- 
FINEMENT 

Be aware that persons 
who use wheelchairs are not 
confined to them. When a 
person transfers out of the 
wheelchair to a chair, toilet, 
car, or other object, do not 
move the wheelchair out of 
reaching distance. 

7. CHILDREN AREO.K. 
Don't discourage chil- 
dren from asking questions 
about wheelchairs and dis- 
abilities. Children have a natu- 
ral curiosity that needs to be 
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satisfied so they do not de- 
velop fearful or misleading at- 
titudes. Most wheelchair user 
are not offended by questions 
children ask them about their 
disabilities or wheelchairs. 

8. SOME WHEEL- 
CHAIR USERS CAN WALK 

Be aware of a wheel- 
chairuser's capabilities. Some 
user's can walk with aid, such 
as braces , walkers or crutches , 
and use wheelchairs some of 
the time to conserve energy 
and move about more quickly. 

9. WHEELCHAIR US- 
ERS AREN'T SICK 

Don't classify persons 
who use wheelchairs as sick. 
Although wheelchairs are of- 
ten associated with hospitals, 
they are used for a variety of 
noncontagious disabilities. 

10. RELATIONSHIPS 
ARE IMPORTANT 

Remember that persons 
in wheelchairs can enjoy ful- 
filling relationships which 
may develop into marriage and 
family. They have physical 
needs like everyone else. 

11. WHEELCHAIR USE 
PROVIDES FREEDOM 

Don't assume that us- 
ing a wheelchair is in itself a 

tragedy. It is a means of free- 
aom wmch allows the user to 

move about independently. 
Stmcmral bairiers in public 
places create some inconven- 
iences; however, more and 
more public areas are becom- 
ing wheelchair accessible.

City of Toronto.

An Open Letter to Hon. Richard Allen, Minister of Colleges and Universities 

Dear Sir: 



I read with absolute 
amazement the quotes attrib- 
uted to you in today's paper. 

According to you, Mr. 
Allen, our Presidents are 
merely engaging in pressure 
tactics when we predict 
enrollment cuts and employ- 
ment losses. We need only 
to make "creative attempts 
to use the existing resources 
there to maximize the results 
of college and university 
dollars." This statement 
from a man who has been 



part of the Ontario univer- 
sity system and who should 
know that, for more than a 
decade, universities have 
been accepting more and 
more students until our insti- 
tutions are at the bursting 
point, because governments 
expected us to do so. 

This from you, when 
you know that some class 
sizes are as big as small com- 
munities. This from you, 
when you know that it is 
only careful management 



and ingenuity that has ena- 
bled university Presidents to 
cope with the underfunding 
crisis that we have faced for 
more than a decade. 

How can you recon- 
cile your current attitude with 
the one you expressed a year 
ago, when you said that the 
universities were under- 
funded by more than $400 
million. You know full well 
that universities have only 
two major sources of rev- 
enue — transfer payments 



Funding Cuts to Universities

"The funding cutbacks 
to Ontario Universities will 
spell hard times for the next 
few years." This sentiment 
is being expressed all over 
Ontario and here at Lauren- 
tian University. The fear that 
cutbacks will diminish the 
service that Laurentian pro- 
vides to the Northern On- 
tario community is being felt 
from all sectors, and future 
increases in tuition may 
make universities less acces- 
sible. 

In an interview with 
SO A president Mark Green 
following the premier's an- 
nouncement to the province, 
he said that he was surprised 
that the news wasn't worse. 
Mark had warned people to 
expect 0% increases over the 
next 3 years, so the govern- 
ments announcement of 1 %, 
2% and 2% increases over 
the next 3 years were better 
than he had hoped. "It's still 
pretty bad though," he said. 
In order for Laurentian to 
maintain the status quo in 
regard to promotions and the 
like, we needed increases of 
around 7% per year. "The 
government will now be giv- 
ing us less over three years 
than we need in one year." 
he said. He warns that the 
people who will suffer the 
most from these cutbacks 
will be the students. The ar- 
ea's that will likely be af- 
fected will be student serv- 
ices. Laurentian will now be 
hard pressed to hire replace- 
ments for those professors 
going on Sabbatical or tak- 
ing Maternity leave. "Class- 
room size is going to balloon 
and the quality of education 
will drop through the floor." 
he said. Mark also warns that 
perhaps library hours could 



be cut or the walk-home pro- 
gram may be eliminated. 
"It's going to be a scary cou- 
ple of months." he warns. 

In addition to the warn- 
ings of hard times ahead, 
Mark Green also had some- 
thing to say about the tactics 
of the Rae government. "I 
feel that these cutbacks are 
more politically motivated 
than financial. They need to 
be seen to be fiscally respon- 
sible now because of the re- 
action to the 9.7 billion dol- 
lar deficit." Mark sees this 
funding cutback as a move 
by the Ontario government 
to shift the financial burden 
from the province onto those 
sectors that are funded by 
the province. This premise 
is supported by comments 
made by the minister of Col- 
leges and Universities, the 
Hon. Richard Allan. In a tel- 
ephone interview with Mr. 
Allan he said that, "The so- 
lutions to these problems can 
be found within the indi- 
vidual institutions (univer- 
sities) and not with the gov- 
ernment." Mr. Allan feels 
that due to the harsh eco- 
nomic times everyone in 
Ontario will have to make 
the best of it. When asked if 
he was satisfied with the 
funding cutbacks to Colleges 
and Universities he said that 
he was not happy with the 
situation but, "It is the fairest 
and best solution to the prob- 
lems considering the circum- 
stances." 

Part of the immediate 
fallout to these funding cut- 
backs will be a 7% increase 
in tuition next year. Mr. Allan 
said that students will be 
asked to contribute more to 
their own education, but that 
OSAP funding will be in- 



creased next year for those 
who need it. He also said that 
the OSAP system needs to 
be revised so that "those that 
can pay should, those that 
can't should be given assist- 
ance." A recent report on 
Universities has stated that 
students should contribute 
25% to the cost of dicir fcdu- 
cation. When asked if his 
government will continue to 
increase tuition to bring it up 
to this figure Mr. Allan said 
that they didn't have any 
specific figure in mind, but 
that the student contribution 
should be fair. When asked 
if tuition fees will be in- 
creased again in 93-94 and 
94-95, he said that those de- 
cisions had not been made, 
but he did not possible tui- 
tion increases in the years to 
come. 

One of the big fears 
that exist when tuition fees 
start going up is that post- 
secondary education will 
become inaccessible to those 
people who cannot afford it. 
When asked if these cutbacks 
will make university edui.-a- 
tion exclusively for people 
in the higher income areas in 
Ontario, Mr. Allan said that 
he did not think that these 
cuts would hinder accessi- 
bility. Universities across 
Ontario have said that they 
may have to limit enrollment 
over the next few years so 
that they can operate their 
universities for the students 
they have now. He feels that 
the universities in Ontario 
will continue to be accessi- 
ble, just that now accessibil- 
ity will have to be achieved 
by the individual institutions 
and not the government. 



and tuition fees. Since your 
government is denying us 
sufficient revenues from ei- 
ther source, perhaps you can 
tell us where we are going to 
get the missing money? If 
we were underfunded by 
$400 million a year ago in 
yoiu" opinion, how can we be 
expected to solve our 
underfunding problem with 
fewer resources? 

You go on to say that 
we should "engage in crea- 
tive negotiations" with our 
employees. How could you 
make that comment when 
you know fuU well that, as a 
matter of public record, the 
Ontario Confederation of 
Faculty Associations has 
stated adamantly that they 
will not consider reopening 
negotiations on contracts that 



are already in place? You 
are well aware that 80% of 
our budgets are paid out in 
salaries. What would you 
have us do? Do you believe 
that talk alone, without gov- 
ernment action, will be suf- 
ficient to change their minds? 
I find it interesting that 
you have suggested we hold 
the line on pay raises to our 
employees, and have cited 
negotiations with govern- 
ment employees as a shining 
example. However, I note 
that last year government 
knowingly negotiated a set- 
dement that was well above 
inflation. 

You have made state- 
ments that there does not 
need to be job loss as a result 
of your cuts, nor loss of ac-

The Social Charter and the 
Canadian Constitution 



Sudbury residents are 
invited to a free public fo- 
rum at Laurentian Univer- 
sity on January 27 to con- 
sider Ontario's proposal for 
a Social Charter in a renewed 
constitution. The Parliamen- 
tary Assistant to the Premier 
and Minister of Intergovem- 
mental Affairs, Mr. Rosario 
Marchese, will speak in Sud- 
bury as part of a provincial 
tour to build support for the 
idea. 

Mr. Marchese will dis- 
cuss Ontario's Social Char- 
ter proposal and then open 
the floor for discussion. The 
public forum will take place 
on Monday, January 27, at 
7:30p.m. in the Alphonse 
Raymond Auditorium, 
School of Education, Lau- 
rentian University. 

"While at one time the 
railways linked Canadians 



from coast to coast," said 
Mr. Marchese, "today it is 
oiu- network of social insti- 
tutions such as universal 
medicare and education 
which help define our citi- 
zenship in this country. Ca- 
nadians place a high value 
on these entitlements, but are 
concerned that without con- 
stitutional protection, they 
will face further erosion." 

Ontario' s Select Com- 
mittee on Confederation, an 
all-party committee which 
toured the province in 199 1 , 
discovered that Ontarians 
want governments to ensure 
the maintenance of these so- 
cial programs. In addition, a 
recent CYW -Toronto Star 
public opinion poll found 
that 85% of Canadians in all 
regions support a constitu- 
tion guaranteeing the right 
to health care, social assist- 



ance, and education. And 
just weeks ago, the Euro- 
pean Community adopted a 
social charter in recognition 
of the need to form a strong 
social and economic union. 
Social Charter consul- 
tations have already taken 
place in Windsor, Lx)ndon, 
and SaultSte. Marie. Future 
stops include Thunder Bay, 
Peterborough, Ottawa, King- 
ston, Chatham, and Toronto. 
Mr. Marchese was elected to 
the Ontario Legislature in 
September, 1990, as the 
member for Fort York. He 
then served as minister of 
Culture and Communica- 
tions until his appointment 
as Parliamentary Assistant 
to the Premier and Minister 
of Intergovemmental Affairs 
in August, 1991.

Over the past three dec- 
ades, native issues have re- 
ceived public attention over 
several key incidents. In 1969, 
the White Paper proposed by 
the government became the 
issue around which the na- 
tives allied themselves. Then 
in the early 80 's, the natives 
took their grievances to the 
Constitutional talks where 
they only succeeded in hav- 
ing the "existing Aboriginal 
and treaty rights" entrenched. 
More recently, the Oka crisis 
and the downfall of the Meech 
Lake Accord brought the na- 
tive affairs back into the pub- 
lic eye. Through this public- 
ity, many people began to 
sympathize with the natives' 
cause. The present round of 
Constitutional talks seems to 
hold real promise for the peo- 
ple of the First Nations as the 
government is actually start- 
ing to make an effort to en- 
trench their right to seif-gov- 
emment in Canadian Law. 
The problem for natives and 
the government now lies in 
defining the ubiquitous yet 
obscure term "self-govern- 
ment." This article explores 
the contrasts between the 
opinions, ideologies, and 
rhetoric of the natives and the 
government and the possible 
ramifications of each position 
if entrenched in the Constitu- 
tion. The natives' approach 
to the concept of definition is 
markedly different from the 
government's vision. The 
government stresses the im- 
portance of a universal defi- 
nition. They are striving to 
work out a feasible plan for 
self-government before it is 
implemented. On the other 
side of the coin, the people of 
the First Nations stress the 
idea of development. They 
believe that self-government 
should be flexible enough to 
allow for differences and di- 
versity. A master plan is not 
essential. The words used to 
express the natives' demands 
and the words in the govern- 
ment's Constitutional propos- 
als appear slightly different 
On the surface, but may hold 
strong symbolic and legal dif- 
ferences. Before the right to 
self-government can be en- 
trenched, both sides must 
agree on appropriate lan- 
guage. The main dispute is 
over the word "inherent." The 
government is reluctant to in- 
clude it because there is no 



way of knowing how the Su- 
preme Court will interpret it 
once entrenched. The natives, 
on the other hand , believe that 
the word "inherent" means 
that they have always had the 
right to self-government or 
subject to government defini- 
tion. By including "inherent" 
in the Constitution, they may 
gain a stronger position for 
negotiations. A third question 
that needs to be resolved dur- 
ing the Constimtional debates 
is whether the right to self- 
government should be sub- 
ject to all Canadian law and 
the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. The government 
of Canada has replied with an 
emphatic 'yes'. Since natives' 
land is part of Canada, they 
should be subject to the law of 
the land. Perhaps the govern- 
ment is worried about setting 
a precedence for other groups 
to establish communities - Ca- 
nadianlaw. The natives, how- 
ever, feel perfecdy capable of 
creating their own Criminal 

Code and their own Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms. 
Ovide Mercredi, chief of the 
Assembly of First Nations, 
says that the natives are pres- 
ently working on their own 
Charter of individual rights. 
Complete separation from 
Canada was never the natives ' 
intention, says Mark 
Koskstator, a native law stu- 
dent and part time faculty 
member at York. Apparently 
the justice system has not been 
effective for native Canadi- 
ans and allowing natives more 
control in dealing with the 
law, Doskstator feels could 
only improve the simation. 
But, why all the debate? What 
does each side feel it will ac- 
complish by entrenching their 
version of the right to self- 
government? The Canadian 
government stands to win in- 
ternational regard for just 
treatment of an aboriginal 
group while at the same time 
satisfying the public and, 
hopefully, the natives them- 
selves. Doskstator thinks that 
despite all the fervor for the 
entrenchment of the right to 
self-government in the Con- 
stitution, it would lead to "rec- 
ognition more than substan- 
tive change." A favorable 
definition of their right would 
not be the final solution to the 
problems the natives have 
endured for so long in this 
country, but it would be one 
step further on the road to 
regaining control over their 
own destinies.

Planning for this cross- 
country trip began in July 
1 99 1 , and the trip itself be- 
gan on January 6th in Vic- 
toria. They have been to 
Edmonton, Brandon, and 
Winnipeg before stopping 
in Sudbury. Boyer and 
Houle plan on visiting Wa- 
terloo U . , Windsor, Toronto 
and all other universities 
between there and St. 
John 's before finishing their 
trek. 

Boyer said, that while 
here at Lauren tian, they 
received plenty of help 
from the SGA and asked 
Lambda to thank them for 
all their hospitality. 
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cess to universities. These 
sentiments were also uttered 
by the Premier. These are 
pious hopes, as my colleague, 
Dennis Timbrell, has already 
indicated for his sector on 
behalf of the Ontario Hospi- 
tal Association. In the year 
£ind a half since yoiu- govern- 
ment took power, we have 
submitted a number of briefs 
showing you the potential re- 
sults of your funding actions. 
You chose to ignore the pre- 
dicted consequences, and now 
deny the existence of this re- 
ality. The estimated 
enrollment reductions and 
staff and faculty employment 
cuts we submitted to you last 
November represented real 
people — students, faculty, 
and support staff . They were 
not just numbers on a page! 
These people will lose 
jobs. These students will lose 
their chance to go to univer- 
sity. Government cannot 
shrug off these realities be- 
cause they don't like them. 
Nor can you turn a blind eye 
to what you have brought 
about. You cannot shirk re- 
sponsibility for the lives that 
will be devastated by your 



actions. 

I have attached charts 
that describe the history of 
funding of Ontario universi- 
ties and some of the benefits 
that a university education 
offers. The first chart shows 
the level of expenditures per 
client served; note that uni- 
versity students have lost 
much ground since 1977- 
1978 in comparison with 
other clients of the MUSH 
sector. The second chart il- 
lusttates the operating grants 
to Ontario universities; note 
that Ontario operating grants 
are dramatically lower than 
in 1977-1978, and that On- 
tario continues to rank a dis- 
mal ninth among the prov- 
inces. The third chart indi- 
cates unemployment rates by 
level of education; note that 
the attainment of university 
education is a tremendous 
advantage in employability. 

Many pundits, includ- 
ing Paul Romer, Michael Por- 
ter, and John Kenneth 
Galbraith, have attested to the 
importance of higher educa- 
tion in determining the future 
competitiveness of econo- 
mies and in realizing the gains 



from technology transfer. 

Denying adequate 
funding to higher education 
is short sightedness in the 
extreme. It is not enough for 
government to make deci- 
sions based on short-term 
political gain. 

I challenge you to tell 
the people of this province 
what you are going to do to 
turn this nightmare, which 
you have created, back into 
the happier dream you pre- 
sented with your election 
rhetoric. The young men and 
women of this province de- 
serve and need the educational 
opportunities that universities 
represent. You can't deny 
them that dream and, at the 
same time, pretend you had 
nothing to do with it.

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What does a student funded 
press mean to you? 



Because I am Editor-in-Chief of 
Lambda, people are always coming up to 
me and asking, "How can I get involved and 
write for Lambda?" The answer to this 
question is so simple that people are often 
surprised. Lambda, you see, is Laurentian 
University's, student funded, editorialy au- 
tonomous, bilingual, official student news- 
paper. 

Student funded means that every 
year at registration time, Laurentian Uni- 
versity collects 10$ from every SGA stu- 
dent when you pay your tuition and student 
fees. This money that we collect allows us 
to pay the printing costs of putting together 
a paper, our regular office costs (telephone, 
fax ect) and pay our staff honourariums. 
Just to put things in perspective, the cost of 
putting together a single issue is between 
SI 500 and $2000. The cost will vary with 
the number of photo's we have in the paper, 
numbCT of colours, and the number of pages. 
As you can see it is expensive in this day and 
age to publish a newspaper, even one as 
small as Lambda. Without your 10$ we 
wouldn't be able to do it Lambda does 
recieve some money from advertizing rev- 
enue but that isn't nearly enough to cover 
our costs. 

Because we are student funded we 
have a few obligations to the students of 
Laurentian. First of all we have an obliga- 
tion to spend the money we recieve respon- 
sibly and try and put out the best product 
that we can. Whether you beleive it or not 
we do work hard. We recieve letters from 
people asking why we printed a certain 
article or why we did not cover a certain 
campus event or sport. Well the truth of the 
matter is that if a person from the Lauretian 
community writes a letter or article for us 
we really have an obligation to print it The 



only time we won't is if the letter or article 
grossly violates our statement of principals 
which is printed in our masthead to the right 
of this article. When we say that we won't 
print material deemed to be racist, sexist or 
homophobic, 1 take that to mean that I won ' t 
allow material that promotes hatred. I am 
not one of those politically correct assholes 
who writes womyn orpulls an article if their 
is just a hint that someone, somewhere will 
fmd it offensive. I feel that as the caretaker 
of this student owned newspaper I have an 
obligation to allow people to make an ass of 
themselves if they want to. The only prob- 
lem is that people often blame me for state- 
ments made by others. Oh well, such is life. 
Editorial Autonomous means that 
the SGA or the administration has no con- 
trol over what we print in the pages of 
Lambda. It also means that the SGA or the 
Administtation cannot be held responsible 
for what we print in Lambda. If something 
we print violates the Canadian law, or is 
libelous or slanderous, then the person who 
wrote the article, along with myself, will be 
held accountable for what was published. 
Being editorially autonomous also means 
being editorially responsible. The staff at 
Lambda fight to protect this autonomy every 
day. Sometimes we will print some mate- 
rial, like Cher/Dear Pierre for instance, that 
will have a few people spinning on their 
heads. Often times these people will run off 
to the SGA and track down Mark Green to 
find out how they can stop us at Lambda 
from printing such things. When they do 
that Mark always shakes his head and tells 
them that their isn't a single thing that the 
SGA can do. Mark and I have a few laughs 
over this every once in a while. He noticed 
thatevery time someone has a problem with 
Lambda they run straight to the SGA, and

every time they have a problem with SGA 
they come running straight to Lambda Few 
people in this school seem to want to ad- 
dress issues straight on. We covet our au- 
tonomy because it is important for a student 
newspaper to be able to print material about 
the student union or the administration or 
faculty members without fear of being shut 
down. If we were controlled by another 
sector of the university, student or other- 
wise, wecouldn't maintain the independance 
that we need. If any of you in the Laurentian 
community ever feel that the staff of Lambda 
is out of control, there is a method of re- 
course. If someone out there really feels that 
a staff member, such as the Editor-in-Chief 
for example, should be removed from their 
job, you could force a student referendum 
by first getting 1 /3rd of the students of SGA 
to sign a petition. If the majority of students 
vote to fire the Editor, then he/she is subse- 
quently booted and a new Editor is ap- 
pointed until a by-election can be held. By 
maintaining our autonomy we can serve the 
Laurentian community in an impartial and 
independant manner. 

As for being bilingual, well we are 
pretty well in name only. We used to have a 
francophone editor some years back and 
would publish quite a few articles in French. 
Uov/ we will publish articles or announce- 
ments in French, but we don't have anyone 
on staff who writes in French, and only a 
few people who would be able to edit a 
French article. With a francophone newspa- 
per on campus anyway, publishing articles 
in French is not really much of a priority for 
us. 

Finally, Lambda is the official stu- 
dent newpaper on campus. There are a few 
other student pubUcations on campus, in- 
cluding L'Orignal Dechaine. the 
francophone newpaper, A/i/i(iofe,publi shed 
by CFLR, and Branch, which is a religious 
publication that I think is published at some 
other campus. These newpapers publish for 
a specific sector within the Laurentian com- 
munity. Lambda does not serve a special 
interest on campus, but the whole Laurentian 
community. Being the official student news- 
paper we have to print things that other 
papers can refuse to print. Oh well, such is 
life. 

One of the things that people have to 
remember that a good student newpaper has 
the active support of a lot of people. If only 
a few people ever get involved in the paper 
and write articles, then Laurentian won't 
have a very serious newspaper. If the only 
articles that students choose to 
write are of the Ught, entertain- 
ment variety then those are the 
only kinds of articles that people 
will be able to read. If you don't 
think that Lom/?^ is covering the 
right kind of things then maybe 
you should consider writing for 
Lambda.. If you don't do it, who 
wiU? 
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Lambda is the Oflicial weekly studertf 
:i»wspapcrof, by, and for the students 
of Laurentian University. Lambda is 
funded through a direct student levy 
by the members of the Student's Gen- 
eral Association, ycl remains 
editorially autonomous for all Uni- 
versity organizations, both student and 
administrative. 

Lambda is a member of Canadian 
University Press (CUP) aixi as a mem- 
ber ns.spects and upholds the CUP 
Statement of Principles and Code o£ 
Ethics.
